Stockholm, Fune 30. On the 23d Inftant, the Four Ssates met in a Body, to 
confider onthe Affair of etna ay ‘of Emperor, claimed by the 
Czar, and that of RoyahHighnels to the Duke of Holitein. The Secret Com- 
mittee to whom the Examination of that Affair was tgferr’d, reported, That ha- 
ving examined into that Affair with all poffible Attention, and weigh’d the Reafons 
Proand Cen, efpecially tiiole relating to the Demand of the Duke of Holftcin, They 
found that Demand grounded’on fo many Motives and Reafons, ( which by 
reafon of their Nicety, it was not proper to-declare in a full Aflembly ) that 
they can neither difwade the States nor the King from granting the faid Title to 


the Duke of Holftein, but ifthat it thould pafs into a Refolution in that Aflem- © 


bly, it might afterwards be refered tothe King and Senate, in order to its being 
treated as a Foreign sAffair. This Report occafioned warm Debates, fome were 
for bringing that Matter to aConclofion ‘immediately, but the Majority of the 
Nobles oppofing it, the fame was adjourn’d to the Day following. The fame 
Day, viz. the 24th, the King and’ Queen wrot feparately to the States, expref- 
ing their Surprize, at ths Readinefs fhewed by them for granting the Title of 
Royal Highnefs tothe D.of Holftein ; their Majefties declaring at the fame time, 
that they can never confent to it, for Reafons exprefled in their Letters, upon 
which there arofe.a Debate much warmer than thole of the preceeding Day, and 
asthey could come to no Refolution about it, the Afflembiy thought. proper to 
invite the Senate in a Body, to confer with the Secret Committee the Saturday 
following, and afterwards have their joint Opinion of that Matter reported to 
the Afiembly ; accordingly the Senate repaired to the Houfe of the Nobles, -and 
having taken the Oath of Secrecy, conferr’d with the Secret Committee without 
Intermiffion, from Eight inthe Morning to Half an Hour after Eight in the Eve- 
ning. The States having affembled again Yelterday : The Opinion of the Senate 
was read to them, importing in Subftance, that after having matutely weighed 
and examined the Reafons Pro and Con, alledg’d by the fecrec Committe, they 
cannot fufficiently applaud the indefatigable Zeal of the faid Committee, nor de- 
cline in Con(cience, conforming to their Opinion, declaring, Tharthe Title of 
Royal Highnefs, may without any Prejudice to eitherthe Honour or Power of 
their Majefties, be givento the Duke of Holftcin, as alfo that of Emperor to 
the Czar; and immediately deputed fome of their Numbers, to go and acquaint 
the 3 Eftates with that Refolution, Two of whom concurr’d with them inftantly, 
but that of the Peafants anfwered they would firft examine into that Affair. But 


it feems they have at laft thought fit to come into the fame Refolution with the 


3 other Eftates. Whereupon Mr. Beftuchof, Minifter of Ruiffia, and'Me. Baflo- 
witz, Privy Councellor of the Duke of Holftein, have difpatcched ei 
Petersburg, to acquaint their RefpeGive Matters with the Succefs of that’ impor:
